Wer have received from Captain J. C, R. 

Colomb, R.M.A., copies of two papers 
read recently by him before the Royal 
Colonial Institute, one on, “ Colonial 
Defence”. and the other on “ Imperial 
and Colonial Responsibilities in War.” 
In ‘these two papers Captain Colomb 
sets out at great length his opinions as 
to the vulnerableness of the British Colo- 
nies to the. attacks of an enemy in time 
of war, and the steps that he considers 
should be taken for their protection, 
Like most writers of his class Captain 
Colomb is something of an alarmist, and 
deals too much in suppositions. .Anyone 
reading ‘through his two papers might 
very readily come to ihe conclusion that | 
a war with a country possessing even an 
exceptionally ‘weak navy would prob- 
ably be attonded with most disastrous 
consequences to England, involving, it 
might be, the loss of Australia or somo: 
other of her colonies, We do not be- 
lieve anything of the kind,” The pessimist

1t ap- 
peared that a woman named Leong Alal, 
Uving in No. 42 Peel Stroot, was-seen by 
a Portuguese named A. Dos Santos, who 
lives at the corner of Elgin and Peel 
Streets, to beat a girl severely at 7 
o'clock last Monday morning, and the: 
girl died at 3 p.m. yesterday and was 
buried at 4 pm. Mr Santos spoke ‘to 
a Sikh Oonstable, but, from what Dr 
Eitel who .had heard something of this 
, affair through his Chinese servants, it 
was understood that the Constable only 
replied’ ‘‘ maskee.” Dr Eitel therefore 
mentioned this matter to « Chinese 
‘Lokong, but fearing the lokong would 
not make a ae he went himself to 
the Station, and reported. 1t appeared, 
however, that the Sikh Constatle fad ul 
ready made a report, end that Inspector 
Lindsay was waiting for a Chinese detective 
to accompany him to make enjuiries, From 
«what the Inspector heard, he applied to the 
Coroner to have the body exhumed.

I pushed open my win- 
dow, and saw the woman in Court ent a 
awho was tied with her hands behind 
her back, and hor hair tied to. hor hands; 
the woman beat her with o thick picoe of 
rood, about a yard long, The stick was 
about half the size of a man’s wrist.. Tho 
girl was beaten about on the head, neck and 
body, she was moving. about the room, and 
the woman beat-her as.she moved. I can- 
not say. whether she ‘struck the girl on her 
arms or legs, I saw her struck about half 
a dozen -blows, heavy blows. I saw no 
bleeding. ‘he girl that 1 saw beaten had. 
been sen by me before. I have. seen the 
body of the ‘deceased; that was the girlI 
saw the woman beat, I have no doubt 
whatever. The woman was in the habit of 
beating her girls. {saw a Chinaman wear- 
ing a white jacket in the room at the time. 
T did not seo the man’s face, but I saw him 
pull the woman away from the girl that she 
jnight not beat her, I called out in Chinose 
“Don't flog hor, or Pil call the Police.” 
She went on flogging.’ She must have heard 
me, That was the time tho Chinaman 
joterfered. The girl then went into a room, 
The Chinaman stopped in the house. Alittle 
aiterwards, about 8 o’clook or 7.50 o’olools, 
T saw another girl, eged 14 or 16, beaten by 
the. woman, This girl I have seen before 
also.

RUSSIAN PRISONERS IN 
: STAMBOUL. a 
a Pera, June 14. 

The Ad. realty Commission has just 
closed its examination of the seven Russian 
prisoners who arrived here this morning in 
the Ismail from Sulina. Theso are the 
‘ net proceada” of tho torpedo affair which 
took placa off that port last week. It had 
been stated hore that the commander of 
the torpedo expedition was.an Englishman, 
and the unlacky officer was hardly in the 
harbour before the “ specials” marked him 
for their own. Interest faded somewhat 
when it turned out that he was only a Rus- 
sian after all, though he.proved to be well- 
informed, gentlemanly,. and frank, -and 
equally interviewable in English, French, 
or Russian, Ais‘ namo is Puschin, and be 
hag been sixteon years in the Russian navy. 
‘At the examination he gave an interesting 
account of his flotilla and of the unsuccess- 
fal attack upon the Turkish fleet. The 
flotilla is composed of sixteen steam barges, 
built to steam at great.speed and to draw 
little water, ‘The mode of using them is 
to approach to within afew yards of the 
object of attack, and then Januch the tor- 
pedo at it, steaming away in on opposite 
direction to avoid boing buried under the 
mass of.water thrown up by the explosion. 
For the attack at Sulina mouth five boats 
were used, which were towed down from 
Odessa to within about eight miles distance 
of anchorage of the Turkish aquadron, ‘and 
then were turned, adrift in the darkneas of

High 
aloft in the air rose a-column of water, 
which as it sank back nearly swamped his 
boat, and put his fires almost out. He 
tried to steam away, but his machinery was 
damaged and the boat would not go.

stantinople relating to the present atate of 
affuirs in that city. It is scarcely possible 
for » Enropean, she says, to conceive the 
distress which prevails among the Mahbom- 
medau population of the ‘Turkish capital, 
or the noble patriotism with which it is 
borne. All the able-bodied men aro sent 
away to sorve as soldiers without pay, and 
their wives have to support. themselves and 
thoir families on a daily wage’ of two 
plastres, which {a the current rate of 
women’s wagos, while the price of bread is 
now four pisstres the ‘oke (about 3lb.). 
Among the higher classes, too, many 
families used to live entirely on the 
dividends of Turkish stock ; the incomes 
derived from this source by inhabitenta of 
Constantinople alone amounted to about 
£4,000,000, “These families are now entirely 
ruined, and others, though not absolutely 
destttute, have suffered ‘immense losses. 
People go about from bank to bank with 
conpons of the nominal value of several 
hundreda of pounds, aid can nowhere get 
cash for them. There are also in Con- 
stantinople some 25,000 officials, most of 
them with familfes; their united salaries 
amount to about £2,000,000, and they have 
not received any pay at all since. tho 
boginoing of the wat, not even in paper 
money, on which there ts a lose of 80 por 
cont, The Ministers, too, have volunteered 
to give up e fourth of their salaries, but 
this isa mere formality, for thoir salarles 
are not paid, All employment on public 
and. private buildings bas ceanod, and it {a 
almost’ {idotprehentible. how the lower 
classes conttlve to obtain the means of 
of exiatence, Such a state of things in any 
other European capital would long ago have 
led to disturbanc-s dnd riotss in Con- 
atantinople the only result seams to be av 
increase in the umber of beggars, ‘of
